ME WHITBHEAD FROPOSES AN ADJOURN- 
MENT—A ‘SOENE," 

Me Whitehead—Your Excellency, I rise 
to move that the Council adjourn until 
Mondoy. In justification of my own 
absence from the meeting of yesterday, I 
think in justice to myself I may bo allowed 
to, road the letter which I wrote to you 
yesterday. It is as follows :— 


- Hongkong, November 20th, 1891. 
His Excellency Major-General G. D. Bar- 
ker, O.B., The Officor Administering 
- the Government. 
Sir,—The meeting of Cuuncil to bo held. 
this afternoon has beon eutomoned with- 
out the Unoflicial Membors having beea 
in any way consulted. Hitherto it hos 
bean customary for the Governor or the 
Officer Administering the Govarnment to 
decide upon a day which would auit the 
convenience of all, Through the Senior 
Un-official, my colleagues and myself. wrote 
and asked your Excellency, on very goad.

COMNIITEE ON THR MEROHANT 
SHIPPING BILL. 

Tha Cvuncil resumed committee on the 
Merchant Shipping Bill. 

To sub-scetion 4 of Section 24, which re- 
quires thet ships shall take up the berth 
pointed out by the Harbour Master, there 
was added tho provision ‘subject to section. 
30,’ the section which deals with private 
buoys, merchants having private buoys be- 
ing allowed to take their ships at once to 
their buoys, 

To sub-section 6 of the same section, 
which rognires the blue-pater to be hoisted 
24 hours before departure, there were add- 
ed, the words ‘where practicable,’ to pro- 
vido fox coves in which a ship docs not re- 
main 24 hours in harbour. 

With regard to tho section dealing with 
quarantine, which gives tha Governor power 
to act apart suitable places in available situa- 
tions fur quarantine stations, tha Acting 
Attorney General said that owing to the 
lazaretto buing done away with and the 
* Hyxeia’ substituted, which was intended 
only for these actually suffering from dis- 
easo, it was Necessary to have places for 
-the detention and soclusion of persons who 
might not be actually suffering from dis- 
ense, 

‘Mr Chator—I think the Hon, member for 
the Chamber of Cummerce brought forw rd 
certain proposals about quarantine, Perhaps 
this clause might bo held over until the 
commission your Excellency promised to 
appoint bas reported. 


Bis Excellonoy—It could hardly stand 
over so long. ‘Tho Commission will likely 
Lave ox onaive enquiries to make and can 
hardly report for some months. The 
enquiries mny extend to the regulations in 
force in different colonies. 

The Acting Attorney General—Tho 
seotion can bo repealed immediately the 
result of the.Commission is known, or the 
rbgulations nisdé under the ordinance may 
be varied according to the report.of the 
Commicsion. 

The section was passed.
